DANGEROUS COMPULSION, 

The attending physicians say that 65-year-old 
Valentine McGrath died of lockjaw caused by vac- 
cination. .The final eause of death designated by 
city hospital doctors was meningitis, which might 
be induced by vaccine virus. 

The parents of this little girl were compelled to 
consent to a vaccine operation, regardless of their 
own opinions or fears or the views of their own 
physician, in order that she might enjoy the bene- 
fits of the public school. This is the compulsory 
vaccination rule of the local school board. The 
McGrath case is. one of many, 

The public schools of this city are closed to 
children, no matter how healthy they may be or 
how slight the danger of smallpox infection, 
unless they are inoculated with vaccine virus. The 
law compels the attendance of children at school. 
The Schoo] Board compels vaccination as a con- 
dition of public school attendance. The poor who 
cannot pay for private school tuition are com- 
pelled to subject their healthy children to the dan- 
gers of vaccination or violate the law. For them 
the only alternatives are fines and risk of death 
for their children from vaccination. 

And this is Twentieth Century America! The 
legal and moral responsibilities of the School 
Board in this arbitrary exercise of power against 
the policy of free education are grave. 
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The Kansas Superintendent of Schools arises to 
report that 95 per cent of the 516,000 school chil- 
dren in that State have never seen a saloon, and 
yet Oscar Wilde said it was the Germans who had 
genius for collecting all sorts of difficult and use- 
less information. 
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‘‘SATISFACTORY BUT NOT SURPRISING.’’ 

It is said to be “satisfactory but not surpris- 
ing” when a statistician, otherwise unemployed, 
reports that one out of every 57 women who 
marry after taking a college degree get into the 
divorce courts. To suggest the deceptiveness of 
such statistical satisfaction, it can be learned 
from another statistician with nothing better to 
do that in the State of Washington, which he 
ranks first in divorces, the annual rate is 513 
decrees ot divorce as an average, with about one 
person divorced annually in every 100 of the 
“married population.” This is supposed to be 
surprising but not satisfactory. But by taking 
the average death rate it would be easy to cal- 
culate that in Washington and elsewhere, all con- 
cerned, including all married and unmarried 
women with degrees of Doctor of Philosophy, 
have as good an average chance to die undivorced 
now as they ever had in the history of civiliza- 
tion. 

No doubt the most important benefit of edu- 
cated mind is the habit of postponing final con- 
clusions, statistical and ‘otherwise. Further con- 
sideration, postponing finality, is said to be the 
habit and the test of educated mind. In simple, 
unstatistical language, the man or the womar 
who is really educated becomes more considerate 
as a result of learning to consider consequences 
to all concerned. It would be preposterous to 
question the right of women to such education or 
the certa.nty of its results of improvement for 
all concerned, in or out of matrimony. If there is 
a fine question, demanding consideration, it is of 
improving the quality of life tor all human be- 
ings. Except as men and women learn to do that, 
they learn nothing moré than oelongs to the life 
of the original cave dweller. His history, “satis- 
factory but not surprising,” shows that he was 
an amiable barbarian who improved as he grew 
more considerate.

at fast a Chicago journal published it and a num- 
ber of editors saw its merit and it was repub- 
lished all over the country, 

The Post-Dispatch, I will say to its credit, has 
published more and better original verse than all 
the other papers in the city. You can’t develop 
talent by using the scissors—you must give in- 
cipient genius a chance. Take Brininstool, who is 
making such a reputation in Los Angeles, or 
Frank Stanton of the Atlanta Constitution, who 
made the name of that paper a household word 
over the country. Let either of them write a 
poem and send it to one of our local papers, and 
the chances are 10 to 1 that it goes into the waste 
basket, while the man with the scissors will clip 
something of no greater merit and publish it.

From the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

A wireless message has now been successfully 
sent across the Pacific, 6000 miles, from the sta- 
tion at Hillcrest, San Francisco, to a new and 
powerful installation at Joi, on Kokushu Islard, 
in the Japanese archipelago. Just a year ago, 
while in Argentina, Marconi received messages 
from Nova Scotia and from Ireland, which passed 
through the ether approximately 5600 miles. But 
as a rule the best long-distance records have bean 
made over thé Pacific, owing to more favorable 
atmospheric conditions. Ships en route from San 
Francisco to Melbourne have been able to c)n- 
municate with Honolulu throughout the greater 
part of the journey. In November, 1909, the 
Korea, on her way to Japan, sent messages to 
San Francisco from points 3300 and 4720 miles 
distant. The first transatlantic messages were 
sent by the distinguished Italian inventor be- 
tween Clifden, Ireland, and Glace Bay, Nova 
Scotia, on Oct. 17, 1907, and since then the limit 
of the practicable commercial range on the At- 
lantic has rarely exceeded 3000 miles,

Greenland’s Icy Mountains’—well, the country 
is simply a vast nest of green mountains, covered 
with snow, ice and glaciers, These are known ¢s 
live and dead glaciers. The dead glaciers are a 
mass of snow and ice, which has accumulated be- 
tween gorges for a million years or more, and 
have become so condensed, that you could not 
penetrate the mass. except by a steel drill. The 
live glaciers are those that break off and fall into 
the waters and become floating masses of ice, 
often inflicting damage to ships. Where the sun

THE CHINESE ASSEMBLY. 


An idea of the delicate nature of some of the 
ddliberations of the first Chinese Assembly may 
be gained from what happened the other day 
There is in the imperial Cabinet a certain Mr. 
Cheng. He is a progressive. He believes in rail- 
roads, and has encouraged foreigners to build 
a number of these through interior districts 
which are supplied with missionaries who can 
run all the way to the coast. These railroad en- 
terprises are said to be at the bottom of the pres- 
ent revolution. The people of the interior do not 
want railroads. They would much rather have 
the missionaries go by now and then on their Way 
to the coast and participate in the general chase. 

It therefore happened that the members of the 
Assembly spoke on last Wednesday to the ad- 
visability of cutting off Mr. Cheng’s head. Bore 
of the members were disposed to believe that 
China might subsequently have need of Mr 
€heng’s head. They had no hesitation in saying 
that it is a great head, Others argued the proba- 
bility that Mr, Cheng himself might not care to 
lose it. The entire Assembly was agreed that to 
cut it off would end the revolution. Just what 
ought to be done was @ poser. While wishing 10 
end the revolution, the members still hesitated 
to say that it ought to be done tn a manner so 
easy for everyone else and so hard for Mr. Cheng. 
The hemming and hawing which characterized the 
argument in our Own Senate over the politica! 
decapitation of Mr. Lorimer were nothing to the 
backing and filling which rendered the first sea- 
sion of the new Chinese National Assembly so 
uncomfortable on the occasion of the proposed 
actual beheading of Mr. Cheng. It was something 
for a much older and more experienced Assembly 
than that of China. All the members wished they 
had never been elected, and when someone moved 
that they wait for more news from the Imperia, 
Army, there were 800 seconds.

BERLIN, Oct. 28.—Emperor William broke once 
of the traditions of his reign on Wednesday by 
visiting Kempinski’s famous 60-cent restaurant to 
see a new room, the Cadinen Saal, which ts par- 
¢led and floored with tiles made at the Emperor's 
porcelain factory in Cadinen. 

Hitherto the Emperor has refused to visit 4 
hotel or restaurant lest he made the proprietors 
of all the others jealous. He has never attendei 
an entertainment at a hotel, even when given Sy 
an Ambassador. But his Cadinen pottery is very 
dear to him and he had approved the plans for 
the Saal. 

“This will be a continuous advertisement for my 
pottery—will bring in fortune,” he exclaimed 
laughingly, as he examined the exquisite copies 
of Cenque-cento Italian work. Then, turning to 
his staff, he asked: “Which of you gentlemen is 
going to give me my next big order?” 

The Emperor used to jot down orders for Cad- 
inen pottery on his shirt cuffs, but the newspa- 
pers made such fun of him that he stopped it. 

At the opera that night the Emperor, who has 
been in pretty good humor since the weight of 
the negotiations with France about Morocco has 
been lifted from his mind, sent for Caruso. He 
thanked the tenor for his performance in Doni- 
zetti’s “Elixir d’Amour.” Caruso, modest in tho 
imperial presence, said he was hoarse. 

“No one would have guessed it,” the Emperor 
replied. “We all thought you were in excellent 
voice. My wife was simply delighted.” 

He made Caruso promise to sing at one of his 
court concerts next year. 

Politicians are considerably agitated over the 
announcement that the Emperor will pay a visit 
to Switzerland. They believe this is to pave the 
way for a wisit to Paris, which the Emperor has 
long desired to make. He believes the antipathy 
between Germany and France can be best over- 
come by official visits; He knows that, despite 
their republicanism, Frenchmen dearly love mon- 
archs and princes. Indeed, it is far from improb- 
able that Emperor William would be more wel- 
come in Paris than in London, for it is an open 
secret that he interfered in July to prevent a 
breach in the Morocco affair. 


CULTIVATE ENTENTE WITH FRANCE. 


Another sign of the Emperor’s desire to end 
Franco-German friction is his decision to have 
Prof, Walter Schott, a famous artist, paint a full- 
length portrait of him in the costume of Louis 
XIV and to publicly exhibit the portrait here. 

The Lustige Blaetter, a humorous weekly, sug- 
gests that all that remains is for President Fal- 
liers to: have himself painted as Frederick che 
Great and to exhibit the portrait in Paris; then 
the entente will be perfect. 

Ambassador Leishman’s audience with the Em- 
peror Tuesday proved to be a particularly warm 
welcome of the new,American envoy and the em- 
bassy staff by both their majesties. The Em- 
peror, who was in high spirits and looked ex- 
tremely well, kept Mr. Leishman talking with him 
much longer than is usual at a first audience. 
His Majesty asked especially about John B, 
Jackson, the new American Minister to Bucharest, 
who was extremely popular with him and the 
court while he was second secretary of the Amev- 
fean Legation in Berlin 10 years ago.

FALSE MODESTY IS 
KILLING OUR ART 


Yvette Guilbert, Music Hall Singer, 
Explains Situation to a French 
Reporter.

PARIS, Oct. 28.—Yvette Guilbert, | the well- 
known French music hall singer and dancer, is 
cer'ain that art is almost dead in the English- 
speaking countries, because the truths of life 
are suppressed by false prudery, hypocritical 
modesty and musty puritanism, “which is any- 
thing but pure,” 

She says in her travels in America, and particu- 
larly in England, she has been in a position to 
learn that the men in America and England are 
not any more moral than the men in France, 
“only what they do they do secretly.” d 

Mile. Guilbert, in the same interview, given to 
a leading daily paper, says that art flourishes in 
France because of the frankness of the Frenfich 
artists and people. She admits that at times the 
artists go a bit too'far in their realism, but she 
says it is better to tell and portray the whole 
truth than to suppress even part of the truth, 
because in art truth is life. falsehood is death. 

In the days of Snakspeare, she asserts, England 
was not afraid of realism. For this reason En- 
gland had a drama like the Shakspearean drama 
and the art of acting, she insists, was more de- 
veloped then than now. 

Morality, according to Mlle. Gullbert, can be 
better served by telling th» truth in art than by 
suppressing any part of the truth. Morality rests 
‘on truth. 

‘Tt is singular,” says Mlle. Guilbert, “that 
French art, which has been called shameless and 
unmoral and immoral so often, has had more in- 
fluence in Europe than the art of the English- 
speaking peoples, who are supposed to be so very, 
very good. It cannot be that people are immoral 
in Europe. It simply means that we have given 
the world true art, and true art is bound to be 
accepted, 

a Anglo-Saxons are afraid of truth, and 
because of that they cannot be artists, and there- 
fore can exert no influence in the world of art. 
As soon as they acquire a taste for truth and 
nature enough not to be afraid of it, they will 
develop an art worth while. Until then they must 
‘take a back seat,’ as they say in America, in 
things artistic.”

The effect :f 
this Americanization in private life, he says, is 
rapidly growing love for ease, luxury and restl2ss 
enjoyment. In business it finds expression in 
quick, decisive, go-ahead, self-advertising meth- 
ods. 

Consul Buchmann points out that Munich 54 
years ago Wad 200,000 inhabitants, was almust 
lifeless and had scarcely any trade. Now Munich 
entertains in quite American fashion her 600,000 
people and the thousands of tourists—mostly An- 
glo-Saxons—whp visit her. She has provided for 
them numerous’ modern hotels, theaters, places of 
amusement and of sport and great stores, tike 
the newest and most approved in America, whica 
are filled with the artistic product of her mills 
and factories. The Consul’s purpose seems to be 
to warn Great Britain again of Germany’s prog- 
ress and enterprise. He adds consolingly: 

“There is another side to the picture, for Mu- 
nich, where living used to be cheaper than in 
most other cities, has gained the unenviable repu- 
tation of being one of the most expensive centers 
in Germany.”

cal and big spectacular play and indulged in a 
brief contemplative of musical comedy and un- 
abashed melodrama, “The Pink Lady” being my 
immediate choice for the former and “The Arab” 
for the latter. 

I was particularly curious to see “The Pink 


Lady,” 


which is being presented by Klaw & 


Erlander at the New Amsterdam theater on an 
uncommonly lavish scale, and my curiosity was 
provoked by two significant facts. The first was 
that when this tuneful farce was presented in 
its original French form on the Paris stage 
under the title of “Le Satyre,” a vast deal of 
wickeduess was declared to be existent under its 
surface coating of fun and melody, wherefore 
i was interested in learning how Much of this wickedness must needs be 
eliminated to insure its acceptance in our own country. The second reason 
for my curiosity was due to the pleasing circumstancés, from a box office 
point of view, that “The Pink Lady” has scored a tremendous New York 
success, sO great a sucecss indeed that the play’s producers now have ar- 
ranged for its London presentation next January, feeling very sure that 
this will be one of the rare.cases where the play house taste of New 
York and London -will be found to. run along paralle) lines. 


So, with. considerable expectation of 
ontertainment, if not of instruction, I 
visited the New Amsterdam Theater and 
was confronted by ‘‘Le Satyre,”’ in its 
more or less expurgated shape. Under 
its Americanized title of “The Pink 
Lady,” I feel.very sure ihat the Gallic 
workief Meséers. George Berr and Marcel 
Guillemand has been much sobered down 
by OUr.own ©. M. 8. McLellan, author 
of that gripping play, ‘Leah Kleschna,” 
in which St. Louisans saw Mrs. Fiske 
at the Garrick several seasons ago. 
For fidw. certainly, but for one or two 
trentulous moments in the last acts, 
picturing ‘‘The Bal! of the Nymphs and 
Satyrs at the Cafe Les Satyrs in Paris,”’ 
the revived music piay is by no means 
shocking. 


Others Are as Daring. 
T has its Frenchy phases, undoubt- 
| edly, but no more daringly empha- 
sized than in a dozen other musical 
vomedies of recent seasons, and it Is 
only by a shrewd speculation as to the 
Spots that have -been ‘‘cleansed,’’ so to 
speak, that one can arrive at any idea 
of what the production may have been 
when seen in the French capital. 

“The Pink Lady’s” story is rich and 
racy comedy and its scenic presentation 
is distinctly gorgeous. The central fig- 
ure of its humorous situation is one 
Fhillipe Dondidier, a quite lovable old 
antiquafy who, for the sake of gaining 
the twentieth snuff box of a very rare 
series, which will thus be completed, ‘ts 
induced to play thé Pafisiah real life 
role of a Satyr or aged sport devoted to 
the amorous pursuit of beautiful young 
women, .This role is absurdly foreign 
to the nature of poor M. Dofididier, who 
really loved antiques bétter than any- 
thing else in the world and who is more 
of léss comfortably provided with a ri- 
ficutous wife, suddenly prone fo jealousy 
when the “Satyr symptoms” begin to 
crop out in her husband. 

An infinite number of laughable com- 
plications are created by the luckless 
antiquary’s ludicrous advances to évery 
pretty woman who comes within his 
ken, not the least of these being the 
marvelous muddle which he contrives to 
make of the matrimonial plans for his 
own beloved daughter, who, because of 
his wealth, has been ~-ooed and won by 
a French nobleman. 


Lalor Is Very Clever. 


RANK LALOR plays the role of 
Dondidier with admirable effective- 
ness. I have never cared particu- 

larly for Lalor in the past, but I must 
concede that he ts a farely clever 
musical comedian in the present in- 
stance. He invests the part of the mas- 
querading Dondidier with genuine comic 
reality and his singing of the shame- 
faced confession, “I like ift,’’ in the 


somewhat tumultuotis environment’ of 


the ball of the nymphs and satyrs in the 
play's last act, is irresistibly funny. He 
is the big hit of the production, not 
even excepting Haze! Dawn, the Angio- 
American musical comedy prima donna, 
who plays the title role, 

Nevertheless, Miss Dawn is an ex- 
teptionally clever and handsome young 
woman, with a singing voice far above 
the average and with such pronounced 
British mannerisms that one would 
sever suspect, save for the program's 
own enlightening statement, that she 
was born in Ogden, Utah, and owes her 
Mnglish ways exclusively to the Ameri- 
van girl’s typical adaptiveness. Her 
rowns, too, are things lovely to con- 
lemplate, ytterly ravishing to feminine 
eyes, I am told, and she has many pret- 
vy little individual tricks in her art that 
seem eatly to endear her to. her 
audiences. 
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MOW.TO DEVELOP | 
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Much of the singing score of “‘The 
Pink Lady” falis naturally to ite tf{tle- 
role player, Miss Dawn scoring heavily 
with such songs as “Gently,” “The In- 
triguers,’’ ‘“‘The Kiss Weaitz,’’ ‘TI’he 
Duel” and “Beautifu! Lady.’ and her 
successes more than once place her 
abreast of Lalor as the popular favor- 
ite in the play’s cast.

abled to reveal a true and sweet voice in 
several attractive song numbers. 


Delmar Favorite in Cast. 


SPECIALLY interesting, however, 
- is the fact that no less a St. Louis 

favorite than John Young, for 
several seasons the keenly appreciated 
comedy star at Delmar Garden in tne 
good old summer time, looms very large- 
ly in “The Pink Lady,” being the comed- 
ian next to Lalor in rich opportunities 
and virtually dominating the play’s first 
act. It is in this act that "Johnny” 
Young, as Bebe Guingolph, a trans- 
planted Canadian whose heart yearns 
wistfully all the time for a maiden 
whom he has left behind him ia the 
far northwest, sings ‘‘The Girl by the 
Saskatchewan,” undoubtedly the biggest 
song hit of the entire offering, its un- 
commonly melodious strain running 
through the entire score. The séng it- 
self has a lovely scénic ¢mbéliishment, 
with the full company taking part in 
the chorus and Young’s mellow , voice 
is heard to fine advantage. He. re- 
ceived so many curtain cails the night 
I saw and heard “The Pink Lady” that 
it warmed the cockles of my heart with 
pride in his behalf. His comedy strokes 
are clever, as well, the result being that 
New York has taken him to its bosom 
with a fervent liking. 

The play’s three acts, showing re- 
spectively the gardens of ‘‘Le Joli Cou- 
cou,”’ a restaurant in the forest of Com- 
piegne, France; the interior of Philippe 
Dondidier’s antique shop in the Rue St. 
Honore, Paris, and the ball of the 
Nymphs and Satyrs, of which I have 
already spoken, are sumptuously set 41n- 
der the competent staging of H.rbert 
Gresham, the stage-pictures being mar- 
vels for rich coloring and effective light- 
ing along lines of distinct novelty. I 
am told that “‘The Pink Lady” present- 
ed by this same New York company 
will be seen in St. Louis later this sea- 
son, the London presentation to be made 
by an English company especially en- 
gaged by the Klaw & Erlinger man- 
agement. 


The “Arab” Worth While. 


O much for the one musical comedy 
S toward which I have thus far 

turned my steps while in New 
York. Now for the melodrama. 

“The Arab,’ which stars its own au- 
thor, Edgar Selwyn, at the A&tor The- 
ater, is especially well worth while after 
one has seen the richly spectacular 
Idebler production of “The Garden of 
Allah” at the Century Theater, where I 
attended the Hichens play's premier 
production last Saturday afternoon. This 
is because there is a certain oriental 
kinship between the two plays, in as 
much as the grimness of the desert fig- 
ures in each and’ their stage settings 
seek, though in widely differing degree, 
to picture the Far East in all its glamor 
and colorful appeal to the imagination. 
The Selwyn play, however, at all times 
subordinates scenery to story, thus be- 
ing quite the reverse of the more visu- 
ally beautifully aspiring “Garden of 
Allah,” and, while its four acts satisfy- 
ingly show a street of bazar# in a Syrian 
village east of Damascus, the courtyard 
of an American mission in the same 
place and an orientally decked living 
room in the mission, there is never a 
time when one is permitted to become 
absorbed in the pictures and oblivious 
to the play as a play. 3 

Frankly melodramatic ig “‘The Arab,” 
yet fortunately. with certain touches of 
difference, due largely to Mr. Selwyn’s 
playing of the title role, that lift it 
much above the everyday plane of melo- 
drama entitle it to really serious dra- 
matic consideration. 

“The Arab” portrayed by Selwyn 
is one Jamil Abdullah Azam, who 
though merely-a dragoman at the 
play's opening—*The best dragoman 
in all the world!” he frequently pro-

GENUINELY big and gripping 
A dramatic situation is created 
by this erisis of the third act and 
melodrama holds us tight in its 
clutches when, by a sudden turn of 
fortune, Jamil becomes Shiek of tke 
desert warriors and promptly em- 
ploys them to save the very folk 
whom firsi they had been commis- 
sioned to destroy. Selwyn, whose 
clearly cut features, eagle nose, 
proudly curling lips and dauntless 
eyes, finely fit him for actual reali- 
gation of such a role, plays the part 
of Jamil with uncommon distinction. 

The best touch in all his work, it 
seems to me, is found in the primal 
simplicity of soul with which he in- 
vests the character. The young 
Bedouin aristocrat, as ancient in “at- 
mosphere” as Biblical Jacob himself, 
is made to impress us to a wonderful 
degree with his utter childlikeness, 
the unfailing quality of the primitive 
soul, and his loving and wooing of 
the American Mission maid becomes 
the quaintest of romances. Of course 
one feels all the time it cannot be- 
come plausibly possible that this girl 
could consent to become the wife of a 
fiery and untamed Bedouin of the 
desert, and Selwyn, as -the  play’s 
author, dodges this-crisis in a very 
nimble way. Jamil has_ told the 
Ameriéan girl that he loves her. One 
sees quite plainly that she loves him. 
But the contemplated slaughter of 
American and Armenian Christians 
by the Sultan’s secret order has led 
to instructions from missionary 
headquarters for the abandonment 
of this especial mission. 

Mary Hilbert, the American mission- 
ary’s daughter, played with accurately 
blended sweetness and strength by Vir- 
ginjia Hammond, is parting from Jaryil. 
The parting means poignant eniotional 
anguish to both. But the girl must re- 
turn to America with her father, and 
Jamil, the Bedouin, must return to rule 
his desert tribe. The one hope of the 
situation is that the mission will be re- 
established when things have settled 
down a bit.

As the season advances, transactions 
in the St. Leuis reality market are of 
a greater variety and number, the in- 
dications being that they will soon as- 
fume notable proportions, 

With the advent of the Barr Building 


project of 21 stories, which it was un- 
@erstood yesterday has been brought te 
a focus, St. Louis realty circles will re- 
ceive new inspiration. A group of cap- 
italists with other mutual Interests, it 
was stated, will constitute the financial 
' stability of the Monadnock Realty Co., 
which will erect the Barr Building. 

W. K. Bixby, who has been conspic- 
uous for his public spirit in St. Louis, 
is hailed with Robert 8. Brookings, Rob- 
ert McKittrick Jones and Thomas H. 
West as the mainspring in the financial 
organization which will insure the exe- 
cution of the project. 

Thomas H. McKittrick, president, and 
George H. Allan, vice-president of the 
Monadnock Realty Co., have returned 
to St. Louis from Chicago, where they 
have been in this connection. 

With the site, comprising numerous 
properties held under 93-year leases by 
the Monadnock Co., and which repre- 
sents an investment of between $7,000,000 
and $8,000,000, the building will entail a 
cost of approximately $15,000,000. 

Will Not Purchase Fees, 

A report that the Monadnock com- 
pany purposed to exercise its option to 
purchase the fees of the site was de- 
nied by Allan. 

Embracing the entire block bounded 
by Olive, Sixth, Seventh and Locust 
Btreets, the building will assume ele- 
phantine propertions. With the 13 upper 
stories of the proposed building already 
Well leased from thé plans to -railroad 

' offices and the eight lower floors rented 
to the May Co. department store, the 
great structure, it is said, will be on an 
investment basis-from its inception. 

As there is a plethora of capital forth- 
coming for solid building projects, the 
inauguration of the proposed Barr Builld- 
ing will be the signal for the initiation 
of other projects. which Mave been con- 
tingent on its successful culminatién. 

" Business Leases a Feature. 

A feature of the situation is the num- 
ber of leases and purchases being made 
for business purposes. As yet invest-

This was a brand. new kind of mar- | 
riage. It was labeled “altruistic.” Neither | 
could it have been called the ‘mat- | 
ing of December and May—the bride be- | 
ing somewhat past 40 and the bride- | 
groom 9%. More correctly, it might 
have been termea the mating of Decem- 
ber with the first week in October. But 
with any such sentimental pathos it 
had nothing to do. 

Coffin had been a philanthropist of 
note, and was considered fairly wealthy. 
The woman, then a Mrs. Ingles, was a 
charity worker in Detroit, unhappily 
married, and forced into comparative 
penury. 

Offered Her Comforts, Not Love. 

Coffin offered to marry her, whenever 
she should be free to make such a con- 
tract with him, promising to give her 
# comfortable living instead of the love 
a younger man might offer. When she 
consented to the match it was with 
the understanding that she would give 
him such care and attention as would 
fill his declining days with comfort. 
Each had been married twice before, 
so they concluded they were well pre- 
pared to support each other's infirmi- 
ties 

That is why it was called an “altruis- 
tic’’ marriage. Unhappily, ‘altruistic’ 
marriages, like the known and branded 
kinds, platonic, convenience and, occa- 
sionally, those for love, appear to have 
an old and familiar tendency to drift 
into courts of equity. 

The wedding took place in 1907. On 
the last day of August, 1909, Mrs. Cof- 
fin packed up her wearing apparel and 
bade a final adieu to the luxurious 
country home, ‘‘Willowedge,” to which 
Coffin had taken her, renouncing all 
further altruistic relations with her age 
consort, 
The other day she brought an action 
for separate maintenance. The 4differ- 
ence between this and a divorce action 
is that it does not affect the marriage 
bonds or the property right of the 
principals or permit either to marry 
again while the other is living. It rec 
ggnizes the wife’s right to remain away 
from her husband while it compels him 
to support her. And she retains her 
Gower interest in his worldly goods. 
That sort of arrangement did not 
suit the venerable philanthropist. He 
brought a counter action for divorce, 
alleging desertion. 

The evidence had nothing about it 
suggestive of altruism. Mrs. Coffin 
tried to justify her actions by saying 
her husband was cruel, overbearing, 
stingy; that he often twitted her with 
the poverty from which he had dragged 
her; that he was a domestic despot. 
The husband contended that there 
never was any altruism in the woman’s 
heart. He intimated that Mrs. Ingles 
was thinking of the Coffin fortune when 
she decided to become Mrs. Coffin. The 
whole trouble, he insisted, was because 
he found it necessary to forget chivalry 
for domestic honor, when it became a 
question as to which wds the true head 
of the household. 

The fact that there was so little 
of the altruistic either in the testimony 
or in the arguments of the opposing 
attorneys made it impossible for the 
judge to decide the case at once, so 
he took it under advisement.

BOSTON, Oct. 28.—New England phil- 
anthropists who have been expending 
their energies on child-labor conditions 
fn the South, have a chance to get ac- 
tion with less expense of energy by 
attending to no less outrageous child 
and woman labor conditions at home. 
Recent investigations disclose that right 
here in Massachusetts young girls are 
overworked and underpaid, while wom- 
@n are compelled to perform tasks, for 
long hours at scant pay, that would 
tax the strength of the strongest men. 

In the city of Boston, where philan- 
thropical societies have had their head- 
Guarters since the early campaigns 
Q@gainst negro slavery in the United 
States, these conditions have been found 
at the factory of the Boston Thread 
anc Twine Co.: 

Women are employed ranging in 


ages from i4 to ov years. 

In the wet room the women are 
compelled to work in their bare feet, 
the floor being awash with water 
from the machinery. 

Face Continual Fire Danger. 

In another room the clothing of 
the women is continually oil-soaked. 
It is unhealthful and if it caught 
afire the wearer would burn to death. 

This room is filled with flaxseed 
dust. It is taken into the lungs 
and causes illness. 

During the hot season many of the 
Birls faint because of the intense 
heat. They are carried outside and 
laid on the grass. 

The women work 10 hours a day 
and many of them are unable to: 
earn as much as $5 a week. 


Conditions in Steel Mills. 

At Worcester, Mass., which boasts 
of itself as “the Heart of the Ccm- 
monwealth,” the following conditions 
obtain in the wire-making plant of 
the billion-dollar Steel Trust: 

Women are employed for i 
hours a day. Am expert operator 
Can make as much as $15 a week, 
but others average about $6.50. 

They have to stand all the ‘ime. 
Whe atmosphere in which they 
toil is filleqg with dust, part dirt 
and part metal particles, taken 
into the lungs and ruining the 
women’s health. 

One woman will carry 25 
spools of wire a day from one erd 
of a long room to another. These 
Bpools average 10 pounds eacti: 
This means that the woman will 
have 2500 pounds in the course 
of a day’s work. Many of these 
women are delicate. 

In either of these factories an in- 
quirer will be told, if he can get any

The news of his death recalled tu 


ment and interest that his lectures on 


here 25 years ago. Mgr. Capel had 
been suspended by papal authority 
some time before his arrival in Amer- 
ica, but this fact detracted little from 
the reception accorded him by the 
most exclusive society in Amerika 
and in England, where he was always 
an associate of the highest govern- 
mental dignitaries, 
St. Louis gave Mgr. Capel a royal 
welcome, and society here as every- 
where greeted him with open arms. 
The most exclusive homes opened 
their doors to extend their hospitality 
to him as a son of the papal house- 
hold, 
During his stay of 10 days in St. 
Louis he was the guest of Peter L. 
Foy at his Lindell boulevard home. 
Foy was greatly impressed by the 
cultivated and polished manner and 
princely bearing of his guest and 
made every effort to gain for him an 
audience with Archbishop Peter Rich- 
Mer. Canel’s previous 
record, however, was familiar to the 
Archbishop and an audience for the 
monsignor was refused. . 

Greeted hy Socicty. 
On the occasion of Mgr. Capel’s lec- 
ture in the old Mercantile Library 
Hall, old residents recall the streets 
were lined with carriages for blocks 
and the hall was filled to overflow- 
ing. Society was out to hear him 
lecture on “The Beginning of Chris- 
tian Art.” Mgr. Capel had taken ad- 
vantage of his several visits fs» Rome 
to study his subject, and he wa mas- 
ter of it. He was a man of om- 
pelling personality. His lecture caused 
a sensation and Mer. Capei was more 
eagerly sought by society than be- 
fore. He was the social lion of ihe 
hour, and the daily papers here as 
in all the cities which he visited de- 
voted column after column to the 
monsignor and his work. 
From St. Louis he drifted westward 
and within a year or two settled in 
California on a ranch owned bv-a rich 
family for whose son he was tutor 
for a number of years. 
The ban of suspension weighed 
héavily upon Capel, but he never 
murmured nor uttered a word against 
the church or the papal power which 


had placed him outside its gates. H-« 
suffered in silence. 

About five years: ago his full 
sacerdotal faculties were restored, 


and he was taken care of by Bishop 


he died Monday morning. He worked 
until the last and gave one of tis 
most pleasing sermons the day before 
his death. 

Had No Duplicate. 
Ecclesiastical history offers no 
duplicate for the career of Mer. Capel. 
He was born in England of obscure 
parents, Oct. 28, 1836. In 1860 he 
was ordained a priest by Cardinal 
Wiseman. Almost from that day he 
was reckoned among the nobility of 
England. His brilllant mind and 
polished manner won him instant 
recognition in society. He sought the 
nobility and by his magnetic in- 
fluence exercised unprecedented power 
emong them. 

Soon his eloquence and ‘activity be- 
gan to win converts to Catholicism 
among the nobles. Perhaps the most 
notable of his converts was the Thire 
Marquis of Bute, who was many times 
a millionaire and one of the political 
and social powers then in England. 
In 1867 Mgr. Capel visited Rome. 
where he won immediate favor, and 
a year later he was created a mon- 
signor and a member of the papel 
household. He was later made private 
chamberlain by Pope Pius IX. Fol- 
lowing his return to Englani the next 
year he resumed his place as one of 
the most conspicuous figures in Eng- 
land. He then turned his attention to 
the education of the sons of the rich 
and noble. 

Founded Small College. 
Capel founded a small college of his 
own, but it was a financial! failure as a 
result of his extravagance in conducting 
it. At the fourth Provincial Synod, held 
at St. Edmund's College, Westminster, 
in 1873, Cardinal Manning laid down reg- 
ulations against the frequentation of 
non-C “holic universities by Catholic 
students and decided to establish a 
Catholic university. 
The university was founded in London 
by Cardinal Manning and Mgr. Capel 
was chosen rector of it. Exclusion of 
the Jesuits from the teaching staff was

Mer. Capel paid big salaries to the 
professors and spent money extrava- 
gantly on every hand. He gave no ac- 
counts of expenses until forced to do so. 
When a big deficit was discovered he 
wac removed from the rectorship. 

His First Trouble. 

This gave rise to the first trouble be- 
tween him and Cardinal Manning. He 
was assigned to parish work, but con- 
tinued to occupy an exalted position 
among the royalty. At this time Dis- 
raeli was one of the political powers in 
England and @lso a writer of popular 
novels. In one of his best-known works, 


none other than Mgr. Capel. 

In 18830 Mgr. Capel was suspended by 
Cardinal Manning. The Monsignor ap- 
pealed to Rome, where he had made 
many influential friends, and he had 
about convinced them that he had been 
made the victim of false charges when 
Cardinal Manning journeyed to Rome 
and had the case finally settled. 

Capel was suspended by the Holy Of- 
fice Feb. 6, 1887. The effect of the sus- 
pension was to deprive him of the right 
of officiating as a priest throughout the 
civilized world. 

Shortly after his suspension he sailed 
for New York, where he at once be- 
came a social lion. He continued to 
wear his purple insignia. He converted

Consolidated and Output 
Increased.

Daily Product of 1000 Employes 
Will Be 2500 Dozen Pairs 
of Hosiery. 





A knitting factory employing 1000 per- 
sons ané ‘urning out 2500 dozen pairs of 


hosiery a day will be established in St. 
Louls by Jan. 1. J. H. Rickman, presi- 
dent, and J. E. Daugherty, secretary, 
of the Chester Knitting Mills, have 
closed negotiations for 75,000 square feet 
of floor space in the Drummond Build- 
ing, Fourth street and Clark avenue, and 
will consolidate their three knitting 
‘mills now at Chester, Pinkneyville and 
Collinsville, Ill, into a big St. Louts 
factory. 

Two hundred and fifty trained em- 
ployes of the company will be brought to 
St. Louis with the factory. Other help 
to operate the mills under increased 
capacity will be trained here. 

Rickman and Daugherty were induced 
by the susiness Men’s League and the 
St. Louis wholesalers of hosiery to move 
their plants to St. Louis and establish 
one centrai factory, with more than dou- 
ble the capacity of the three factories 
they now operate. St. Louis wholesalers 
have contracted to take practically the 
entire output of the factory whon it is 
established here. 

Jobbers Wanted Local Goods, 

T. B. Bates, industrial commissioner 
of the Business Men’s League, opened 
negotiations with the Chester concern 
several months ago. He co-operated with 
them to get the lease 01. favorable terms 
and also aided Rickman and Daugherty 
in getting the jobbers interested in tak- 
ing the output. The St. Louis whole- 
salers desired to put on the market a 
line of St. Louis-made hosiery and read- 
ily offered their aid. 

St. Louis now has ho knitting mills, 
and Commissioner Bates was ‘much 
elated that he had been instrumental in 
bringing the first bis textile industry to 
the city. 

“St. Louis is the most, logical point in 
the United States for textile industries,”’ 
said President Rickman, explaining why 
he selected this city for his consolidated 
factory. ‘‘All goods manufactured in 
the East for Western trade have to pass 
through St. Louls gateways. 

Local Cotton Market Helps, 

‘Raw cotton can be bought as cheap- 
ly in St. Louis as in any of the South- 
ern ports, giving this city a great ad- 
vantage over the Eastern manufacturers 
who have to pay freight from. the South 
to the point of.mamnufacture and then 
high freight again on the finished prod- 
uct going to the West. 

“The Business Men’s League will un. 
doubtedly meet with great success in 
bringing textile industries to St. Louis 
and I believe in a few years this city 
will be one of the leading manufacturers 
cf textile products. Coal costs less than 
half what it does in the East, water is 
practically free and the shipping facil- 
ities are unexcelled.’’ 

The new company will buy the raw 
cotton on the markets and do all the 
work of converting it into finished 
hosiery. This includes dyeing, bleach- 
ing, spinning and knitting. The com- 
pany’s contract with the owners of the 
Drummond Building includes power 
from the 1500-horsepower plant and light 
and heat. pote 

Factory Seven Years Old. ° 

The Chester Knitting Mills have been 
in operation seven years. When they 
were established 200 dozen pairs of 
hosiery a day were turned out. The 
capacity has been increased to 1200 doz- 
en pairs a day, but the present capacity 
will be. doubled in the local factory. 
Men’s, women’s and children’s hosiery 
will all be manufactured, both in medi- 
um and high grade. 

Sixty-five per cent of the employes of 
the company will be women. Rickman 
said the work was clean and that em- 
ployes could\wear street clothing while 
at work. 

The Lowell Bleacheries will be opened 
in St. Louts next spring. The company 
has purchased a site for a big bleachery 
in Carondelet and will establish an im- 
portant Western branclfhere. That will 
be the first bleachery in the city. 

Second Bleachery Coming. 

W. H. Carter of Memphis has lease! 
the Tebbetts Building, at Second ang 
Branch streets, to establish a bleach- 
ery in North St. Louls. Hig bleachery 
will be moved here from Memphis and 
will give employment to several hun- 
dred men. Carter has ordered all cf 
the machinery for the plant, and it 
will be installed within the next few 
weeks, 

With the knitting mill and two 
bleacheries assured, [Industrial Corn. 
missioner Bates is confident St. Louis 
will soon become an important textile 
center. He has been devoting much 
time recently to getting textile manu- 
facturers interested in St. Louis, and 
has several more “prospects” on 
which he is working vigorously. 


GUAM NOW GROWING 
ITS OWN SUPPLIES 


People of American Island Have 
Shown They Can Raise Vege- 


tables and Stock. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—That the tn- 
habitants of Guam, a faraway island 
possession of the United States, can 
grow American vegetables and raise 
American horses, cattle, hogs and poul- 
try on the island, has been demon- 
strated by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, which has established an experi- 
ment station there.

It followed 
the published statement that Attorney- 
General Wickersham indicated in his 
talk yesterday that he was not going to 
proceed criminally with the Steel Trust 
officials. 

It was emphatically denied at the de- 
partment that Wickersham said or even 
intimated that he was not going to 
prosecute the Steel Trust officials. It is 
said here that the only statement the 
Attorney-General made regarding a 
criminal prosecution was to the corre- 
spondent of the Post-Dispatch, and was: 

Ihere is nothing I will say regarding 
a criminal prosecution of anyone.”’ 









Nothing definite toward bringing crim- 
nal action will be done for some time.

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SUNDAY SESSION 
OF COURT TO HEAR 








Twelve Men Fail to Agree Up to 
Midnight. After Eight- 
Hour Session. 





The jury inthe casé of Allan P. Rich- 
ardson, charged with ‘embezzling $410 
while superintendént of ‘the Industrial 
School, was so firmly disagreed at 11:30 
o'clock last night, after being out eight 
hours, that the foreman reported fur- 
ther deliberation would be useless. 

Judge Taylor ordered the jury to con- 
tinue their consideration of the evidence. 
He said that he would convene court at 
ll o’clock this morning, and that he ex- 
pected at that time either to receive a 
verdict from the hands of the jurymen 
or a sealed verdict by them from the 
Sheriff. A Sunday session at the Four 
Courts is extremely unusual, and to 
conduct it Judge Taylor will have to 
forego a fishing trip. 

After waiting ail evening, Judge Tay- 
lor directed that the jurors be brought 
before him. He interrogated them 
through the foréman, Charles A. Brock. 

“Have you come to any decision?’ 
asked the Court. 

“‘No,”’ replied Brock. 

“Do you think it would do any good 
to deliberate further?’’ 

“I do not.” 

“Then I order you to continue your 
deliberations. This is a most important 
case, the hearing of which has con- 
sumed a week. I shall convene court 
at 11 o’clock Sunday morning, and ex- 
pect a verdict by then. If you come to 
an agreement before that hour, you will 
deliver a sealed verdict to the Sheriff.” 

Instructions to Jury. 

The jury was sent to its delibera- 
tions at ‘3:30 o*clock, and as it had 
reached no agreement two and a half 
hours later a recess was ordered until 
8:30 p. m. Judge Taylor gave the 
jurors the following instruction: 

“If you find that the defendant ob- 
tained money by the padding of pay- 
rolls, thus deceiving the city’s agents, 
and that he converted this money to 
his own uses, you. will declare him 
guilty of grand larceny and sentence 
him to not less than two years nor 
more than five years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

“But if you find that he did not ap- 
propriate the money to his own uses, 
you will declare him not guilty.”

Pope’s Senate and Are 

Next to Him in Rank 

N the Roman Catholic Church, 

| Cardinal is the title of the 

highest dignitaries next to the 
Pope.’ The Cardfinals constitute the 
senate of the sovereign pontiff; 
they act as administrators of the 
church during a vacancy of the 
Holy See, and are the sole electors 
of a new Pope, who is chosen from 
among themselves. Since the thir- 
teenth century, the characteristic 
garb of the Cardinals has been 
the red hat and scarlet robe. 

In Catholic kingdoms, Cardinals 
have the rank of princes of the 
blood royal; they being the highest 
in the church, next to the Pope, 
just as princes of the blood are the 
highest in the kingdom after the 
king. Of allother princes and mem- 
bers of the nobility in such king- 
doms the Cardinals take civil pre- 


cedence. Their ecclesiastical titles 
are “Eminence” and ‘Most Emi- 
nent Prinee.’’ 


HE creation of a Cardinal is a 
Ty function of the Pope alone, 

and is accomplished by the 
publication of the person chosen 
by the Pope in secret consistory. 
The consent of the other Cardinals, 
formerly required, has become a 
perfunctory formality. 
Collectively, the Cardinals are 


known as the Sacred College, 
which is composed of 70 members, 


although there are often many 
vacancies. 

The most lofty function of the 
Sacred College is the election of 
the Pope. On the occasions when 
the Pope officiateés in person, the 
Cardinals have their respective 
functions in the ritual. They are, 
above all, the assistants of the 
Pope in the administration of the 
Church. They fill certain perma- 
nent offices, such as chancellor and 
penitentiary, and have temporary 
missions, such as that of legate.

John Murphy Farley, Archbishop of 
New York, was vorn in Ireland.in 1842, 
emigrated to America as a young man, 
and completed his education at Ford- 
ham College and St. Joseph’s Semi- 
nary, Troy, N. Y. 

He studied four years in the Ameri: 
can College in Rome, and was ordained 
priest in Rome in 1870. He returned to 
America, and was assistant rector of St 
Peter’s Church, New Brighton, 8S. L, 
from 1870 to 1872. 

He was private chamberlain to Pope 
Leo XIII, with the title of Monsigwore 
in 1884, and was domestic prelate of 
Pope Leo in 1892. On Sept. 15, 1902, he 
became the fourth archbishop of New 
York.

Coudrey’s Carcer. 

Coudrey, who is in his forty-fourth 
year, has been the principal of many 
political and financial vicissitudes. As 


. a member of Congress from the Twelfth 


Missouri District, including the business 
section of St. Louis, he was notable for 
his prolonged absences from his seat 
and as the introducer of numerous bills, 
including one for the regulation of the 
length of hatpins in the District of Co- 
lumbia, and another providing a fine of 
$50 for any corporation in the district 
maintaining a public clock which did not 
keep accurate time. 

As a financier he ranged from the pro- 
moter of a company which he declared 
would have a capital of $15,000,000 to a 
debtor sued by his tailor and accused of 
uttering numerous checks which re- 
turned with the notation ‘Insufficient 
funds.” As St. Louis agent of a Balti-, 
more insurance company he resigned, 
according to the president of the con- 
cern, “‘under the pressure of repeated 
attempts to collect $2500 which he owed 
to the. company.” 


Elected to Congress. 

On his first election to Congress, Coud- 
rey was compelled to contest his seat 
with Ernest E. Wood, a Democrat, who 
held it until neariy the close of the 
Fifty-ninth Congress. Coudrey was final- 
.y seated, after a prolonged investiga- 
tion, in which charges of fraud were 
made by him. 

Coudrey was re-elected to the Sixtieth 
and. Sixty-first Congresses, his public 


} vice coming to an end in March, 1911. 


He held for a time the local manage- 
ment of the American Bonding Co. of 
Baltimore and then promoted the Harry 
M. Coudrey In: urance Avency Co. His 


‘most notable financial exploit was the 


promotion of the Continental Life As- 
Surance Co. and the international Fire 
Assurance Co.

Coudrey 
replied that the sum was due him 
from the company on commissions 
for the sale of stock. 

, It was alleged during the hearings 
that Coudrey, although investing 
nothing in cash in the companies, 
took out a profit of $42,000, of which 
$25,600, it was testified, was paid to 
him by Gardner for resigning the 
title of president. Gardner testified 
that Coudrey’s numerous debts made 
him a liability rather than an asset to 
tre companies. Coudrey denounced 
Gardner’s testimony on this point as 
“a lie.”’ 


Telegraphed Denials, 

In a letter written by Gardner and 
read at the public hearing before 
Referee Henry S. Caulfield, Gardner 
declared that Coudrey was “uncere- 
moniously dismissed” from the presi- 
dency of the companies, “because he 
took notes and securities from the 
concerns amounting to $20,000, hand- 
ed in checks for $25,000 which were 
not honored, and made sales of stocks 
on which he pocketed the proceeds 
himself.”” Coudrey hotly denied these 
accusations, 

It was shown during the testimony 
that approximately $160,000 had been 
collected from the sale of stocks, but 
that the receivers could discover cash 
assets of but $1469.65. Among these 
aessets was $3.80, the last fragment 
of the $15,300 account at the Ameri- 
can Trust Co. 

The proceedings were .alted by an 
appeal taken to the Missouri Supreme 
Court by Gardner. Coudrey did not 
appear in St. Louis during the hear- 
ings, but telegraphed copious denials 
of Gardner’s testimony concerning his 
transactions. 


$15,000,000 Concern. 

Coudrey was busy at the time with 
the attempted promotion of the 
“Lineoln National Holding Co, of 
America,’ which, according to him, 
would have a capital of $15,000,009 
and be a sort of insurance trust, 
writing 94 varieties of risks. AS 
headquarters’ for the promotion 
scheme, Coudrey used the _ office 
building of the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington, and his appeals 
for investments were written upon 
the letterhead stationery of the low- 
er branch of Congress, In his pros- 
pectus was included the  fiattering 
autoblograpiy of himself printed in 
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the Congressional Record.

Passenger Train Hits Open 
Switch and Crashes Into 
Freight. 
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RELIEF TRAINS 





_Victims Are Buried in Debris 


~ When Coaches and Freight 
Cars Pile Up. 





CHHYENNE, Wyo., Ort. 28—No. 4, 
the Atlantic Express, eastbound, on the 
Union Pacific, dashed through an open 
switch and collided head-on with a 
8) miles 
west of Cheyenne, this afternoon. Twen- 
ty persons are known to have been 
killed and 30 others injured, many of 
whom will die. 
Engineer Baga and Fireman Joseph 
Spencer of the express are the only 
identified dead. 
Engineer John Foster and Fireman 
Percy Angum of the freight and Bag- 
gageman Woodcock of the passenger 
train are known to be fatally hurt. 
The freight train had backed in on the 
siding at Rock River to permit the ex- 
press to pass. Brakeman Robert M. 
Lee failed to close the switch, anew the 
express, running 50 miles an hour to 
make up time, rushed into the siding. 
The engineer applied the air brakes and 
reversed his engine, but was unable to 
check the speed of the train. 
All but one car of the express left the 
rails, while the two locomotives, bag- 
gage car and coaches and a dozen box 
cars were piled up in a broken mass of 
wreckage, burying the dead and injured. 
Relief trains were hurried from AlfTli- 
‘ance and Cheyenne, with surgeons and 
nurses.

Housekeeper, Mother of Heirs, 
Unduly Influenced Him, 
They Charge—Adop- 
tion Attacked. 





Harry F. Ewald and Mrs. Rosa Damon 
of St. Louis carried into the courts of 
Louisville yesterday the fight which they 
have made for nearly two years in the 
St. Louis courts to break the will of 
their brother, Louis Philip Ewald, and 
to dispossess his adopted children, two 
gons and one datghter of Ellen Golden, 
of their inheritance of nearly $38,000,000. 
Wwald’s acquaintance with Ellen Golden, 
for 20 years his housekeeper, began in 
St. Louis. 

A dispatch to the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday from Louisville stated that Harry 
Ewald and Mrs. Damon filed suit there 
to break Ewald’s will, and that the three 
children and their mother, who now 
live in Detroit, were named as defend- 
ants. The children are Philip Ewald, or 
Philip Golden, 16; Helen Josep!ine 
Hwald, or Golden, 13; and Sterling 
Bwald, or Seamon, 8 The Columbia 
Wrust Co. of Louisville, executor, is also 
a defendant. 

Tae petition declared that Ewald, who 
Was sole owner of the Ewald Iron Co. of 
Louisville, was insane for several years 
before his death, in July, 1909, and that 
he was unduly influenced by Ellen Gold- 
@n to adopt her children and make them 
his heirs. It is also alleged in the peti- 
tion that the paper favoring the chil- 
@ren is not the legal last will of Ewald, 
that he died without lawful issue and 
that the two petitioners are his true

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to be attached to every connection. He 
thinks further legislation would be 
necessary to authorize him to carry 
out Commissioner Wall’s program, 

The Municipal Assembly’s sanction 
would have to be obtained by the 
Board of Public Improvements for the 
purchase of meters. A bill contem- 
plating the purchase of $25,000 worth 
of meters met with such opposition 
last Monday night:in the House of 
Delegates that it was rereferred to 
the Ways and Means Committee. 

Whether water is sold at a flat rate 
or according to the quantity con- 
sumed, many persons hold the cost 
cannot be greater than enough in the 
aggregate to produce revenues for 
the maintenance and operation of the 
water works and to provide interest 
and sinking funds for water works 
bends. 

This is a provision of the charter, 
which prohibits also discriminations in 
rates. Revenues of the Water Depart- 
ment are forbidden by the charter to be 
used for any other purpose than to meet 
the expense of operating, maintaining 
and extending the waterworks and to 
meet interest and sinking fund charges. 
There is always on hand a large sur- 
plus for improvements and extensions. 
Subetitution of meters for the flat rate 
now charged for domestic consumption 
would not alter the present custom with 
respect to the payment of bills. Dwell- 
ers in flats would then, as now, decide 
by private agreement whether they or 
the owner of the premises should pay 
the water tax. Bills are now collected 
'n advance from all consumers, whether 
they obtain their water through meters 
or at flat rates. 
In the case of those receiving supplie 
through meters, their consumption for 
six months is estimated. If, at the end 
of the period, it appears that they have 
used less than the amount for which 
they were charged, their next Dill is 
credited with the difference. 

The rule established by common con- 
sent is that the tenant pays the water 
tax if he occupies a detached dwelling. 
The owner pays the tax for apartment 
houses and flats. 

The city is concerned only with the 
payment of the bill in advance. Un- 
less the money is forthcoming, the As- 
sessor and Collector of Water Rates will 
not turn on the water, and if by chance 
a consumer falls into debt to the city 
and omits to pay, his supply is stopped 
immediately. 

Assessor and Collector Burton told a 
F’ost-Dispatch reporter that owners of 
commercial buildings and flats frequent- 
iy ask for the Installation of meters, so 
that they may escape payment for water 
during periods of vacancy. Where a flat 
rate is charged, the tax for six months 
must be paid whether the building is oc~ 
cupied or not. As the meter registers 
the amount of water consumed and the 
bill is In accordance with that figure, no 
payment is exacted while a building 
equipped with a meter is untenanted.

He was succeeded by 
William F. Ran.in, his eldest son and 
one of the administrators of his vast 
estate. The elder Rankin was a mem- 
ber of the United Presbyterian Church, 
which, as a result of his generosity, 
built and equipped a large college in 
Tarkio, which is the strongest educa- 
tional institution matntained by § the 
United Presbyterian body west of Penn- 
sylvania. He also built the electric light 
plant and waterworks and was at the 
head of numerous other enterprises of 
Tarkio. 

Widow Survives Him. 

While Rankin never had any ambition 
to hold office, he took a keen interest 
in politics, as a Republican, and was 
prominent in ...e councils of that party. 
ise contributed liberally to the cam- 
paign funds and more than one honor 
was tendered him by presidents in rec- 
ognition of service. He was twice mar- 
ried and is survived by his widow and

How- 
ever, her death antedated his by nearly 
five years and it was a long time be- 
fore anything was found to indicate to 
her children that she had any claim 
upon the farmer-banker. Several months 
b..ore Rankin died, according to the 
attorneys for the New heirs, there was 
a cagual meeting of the millionaire 
and Yuba New, when Rankin ts alleged 
to have asked New what he had done 
"with ‘‘the notes.’’ 

“What notes?” New says he asked. 

“Why. those notes I made to your 
mother,’ is said to have been Rankin’s 
reply. “You'll find them if you search 
and they'll be good sonie day.

utobiography Is Practically a 
History of Republican 
Party in Illinois. 


dé IFTY YEARS OF PUBLIC 

~ SERVICE,” the autobiography 

of Senator Shelby Cullom of 

Illinois, may be the “swan song”’ of 

this distinguished statesman, for he is 
82 years and feeble. 

That he is getting ‘old and cannot 
last much longer, either in public serv- 
ice or private life, is apparently fully 
realized by the author, and this belief 
must have been brought close home to 
him by the death of Justice John M. 
Harlan. Iu Cullom’s book ,there are 
several highly complimentary references 
to his lifelong friend, Justice Harlan, 
which the Senator had hoped would 
please the Judge greatly, but just before 
the book came from the press of!C. A, 
McClurg & Co., the Justice died. 

Speculating in the closing chapter as 
to his prolonged life, the author mar- 
vels at the plan of Providence which 
took his two wives and his children, 
and left him alone in the world. In 
this connection he betrays a lack of 
faith that will be startling to those 
who, without knowing anything of his 
personal affairs, involuntarily classified 
him as deeply religious on account of 
his clerical demeanor and cleanliness 
of character. 


Views as to Future. 


HE doubts of Senator Cullom as to 
T the future are expressed as fol- 
lows: 

“T have no great fear of death, ex- 
cept the natural dread of the physical 
pain that naturally accompanies it. I 
certainly wish beyond any words I have 
power to express, that. I could have 
greater assurance that there will be a 
reuniting with those we love and with 
those who have loved us in some fu- 
ture world; but from my reading of 
Seripture, and even admitiing there is a 
hereafter, I cannot find any satisfactory 
evidence to warrant such a belief.” 

The sentiment of these closing sen- 
tences of his book can be traced back 
tec one of the earlier chapters where he 
pays a glowing tribute to his friend. 
Robert G. Ingersoll, contemporaneous 
for many years in Illinois affairs with 
Senator Cullom. 

IDELIGHTS on the relations be- 
S tween Senator Cullom as chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations and John Hay as Secretary 
of State are thrown in the way of 
reminiscences of Hay. The Senator con-~ 
Plains that Secretary Hay was not eary 
to approach and alludes to uncomp'i- 
mentary remarks made by the Secre- 
tary regarding the Senate and its mem- 
bers, something Cullom seems to deeply 
resent. 

Thgt Hay should have ventured to 
speak slightingly of the Senate is evi- 
dently regarded by Cullom as unpar- 
donable, because at one time Hay was 
a law student in his office. This was 
at a time when Cullom and Milton Hay 
were partners, the latter being an uncle 
of John Hay. Naturally no staid and 
impressively dignified lawyer cares 13 
have a cub student from his office grow 
to be known where English is read 
for’ his ‘Jim Bludsoe,” ‘Little 
Breeches’ and ‘“‘Banty Tim,” then land 
in the Cabinet as Secretary of State 
and snub the members of the Senate.

According to Senator Cullom, Henry 
Watterson is the only one left of Amer- 
ica’s three greatest editors.

Possibly it is as well that 
the latter is dead and not alive to re- 
view what Cullom has written of him. 


At Outs With Medill. 


IVING Medill full credit for aia- 
(3 ing him many times in his cam- 
paigns, Cullom frankly admits 
that he and the great editor were not 
always on friendly terms, but always 
maintained sufficiently cordial relations 
to speak when they met. 
During the campaign of 1892 the Trib- 
une was strong for Blaine and Cullom 
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was for Harrison. About that time Me- 

dill seems to have been saying things 

about Cullom that penetrated, for he 

refers to his treatment by tue paper 
‘outrageous.’ 

There was a little balm for Cullom, 
however, two years later, for he teils 
of a quict movement made by Medill 
to run fer the Senate and -sidetrack 
him. In his sto of this episode Sen- 
ater Cullom says that Medill advised 
wit John R. Tanner, afterward govy- 
ernor, and as..ed for an opinion of his 
chances, Tanner is quoted as telling 
Medill! he had no chance, not even with 
a soiuu Cook County delegation behind 
him, because Cullom had enough votes 
down the State to be elected without 
any Chicago support.

NO AUTHORITY FOR 
ROAD COLLECTION 
FOR AUTO CLUB 


Officers of That and Dealers’ 
Organization Declare Solicita- 
tion in Their Name Is 
Fraudulent. 








Officers of the Automobile Club of St. 
Touis are much exercised over reports 


secured from the bank where it had been 
eashed and the indorsemént noted. 
Mr. Britton’s investigation and that of 
Secretary Ed M. Flesh of the Automobile 
Club show that the collector does not 
actually say that he has been authorized 
by the club, but he approaches the 
wealthier men ihn the club and indicates 
to them hy-inference that he is coming 
with authority of the officers of the 
club. 
‘“‘Any representation to the effect that 
this club has authorized the collection of 
funds for building a State highway or 
for any other purpose is fraudulent,’’ 
said Mr. Britton. ‘“‘This club does not 
solicit funds from its members, as our 
treasury is ample for our needs as well 
as for a considerable amount of road 
oiling and construction in St. Louis 
County. It is hoped that members of the 
club will call the police if they are 
solicited in the name of the club.” 
Frank R. Tate, president of the Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers and Dealers’ As- 
sociation of St. Louls, had heard of the 
solicitation. ‘‘For our association,” he 
said, ‘‘which is composed of practically 
ali of the dealers and manufacturers in 
St. Louls, I want to distinctly announce 
that anv collections for a State highway 
und or for any other fund are fraudulent 
and we hope to see the arrest of the man 
who is making such collection, if he is 
using our nume. We will assist in prose- 
cuting him. He is a fraud. 
“The building of the State highway 
from St. Louis to Kansas City is purely 
a matter for the treasury of the counties 
through which it passes, assisted by the 
road fund of the State. Private sub- 
scriptions have not been sought and can- 
not be used. Any representations to the 
contrary are fraudulent.”

TO SUPPRESS HORNS. 


The suggestion is made by William 
Allen Johnston that automobile clubs

an adequate signal device, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person operating 
anv automobile, motor vehicle or mo- 
tor evele to use such device except as 
a warning of danger.” 

The argument for the ordinance is 
that constant use of signal horns

-ome ineffective; also that their loud 
and unnecessary use is a nuisance.

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PNEUMONIA CAUSE 
OF 19 DEATHS IN 
‘THE LAST WEEK 


Diptheria Fatalities, Too, Are 
Unusually Heavy—Births 


Show an Increase. 


Nineteen deaths of the 177 in St. Louis 
last week were due to pneumonia, which 
became more pronounced with the drop 
in the temperature and the damp weath- 
er. In the previous week but eight per- 
sons died of pneumonia. 

Diphtheria was unusually conspicuous 
in the deathroll, having been fatal in 
four cases. One death was charged to 
the disease the preceding week. 

Four persons died of bronchitis, 10 of 
tuberculosis, one of typhoid fever and 
15 of disorders of the stomach. No 
deaths from measles or scarlatina were 
reported. Suicides of the week were 
three, accidental deaths eight and homi- 
cides one. 

While the mortality last week exceed- 
ed that of the previous seven days by 22, 
the births increased from 267 to 296.

Many forecasts of the Home Rule 
measure are being published, but all 
are guesses. The one thing certain is 
that- the Asquith government has 
realized the folly of attempting to 
start Home Rule as an insolvent con- 
cern, and it is expected that the Irish 
exchequer will get at least $15,000,09u 
with which to bring in operations. 

The finance provisions will be the 

crux of the fight over the bill in the 
House of Commons. If that is sur- 
mounted, the cries about persecution 
of the Protestants and the threatened 
revolt in Ulster will soon become in- 
distinct. 
Asquith to Offer Bill, 
, Asquith will introduce the bill early 
next March. It will be found then, 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent has 
been informed on high authority, that 
the measure will provide for a Par- 
liament of two chambers in Dublin, 
to be subject to the ultimate su- 
rremcy of the Imperial Parliament. 
but to have an executive responsible 
to itself, 

Both chambers will be elective. The 
“upper” chamber will be elected on a 
higher franchise than the “lower,” 
In the event of a disagreement the 
two houses will sit and vote together. 

The bill will be so framed that it will 
be virtually the first step toward a Fed- 
eral arrangement, to be extended later 
to England, Scotland and Wales. 

As the Imperial] Parliament will re- 
tain supremacy over the acts of the 
lrish Parliament, Irish members, reduced 
in number to probably about fifty, will 
continue to sit in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment and certain subjects will be with- 
held from the Irish Parliament, such as 
customs, excise, army, navy, coinage, 
religious endowment and the making of 
treaties with foreign powers. Outside of 
these matters, Ireland will have com- 
plete control of purely Irish affairs. 


To Abolish Constabulary. 

The Royal Irish Constabulary, which 
has been so closely identified with the 
worst phases of England's administra- 
tion of Ireland, will be converted into a 
civil police force. The constables are 
trained as a military force. There is a 
suggestion that a certain proportion of 
them should be retained as imperial po- 
lice und imperial control. That will 
be stro. zly resented in Ireland, where 
this'constabulary more than any other

Plaintiff Insists Stronger Com- 
pany Virtually Wrecked Busi- 
ness of the Weaker.

A suit for the appointment of a re- 


ceiver for the Universal Adding Machine - 
Co., a $1,000,000 Missouri corporation, was | § 


filed in the Circuit Court yesterday by 
J. Howard Taylor and Mrs. Ethel Mer- 
rill Bennett, both of Chicago, who each 
own 50 shares of stock in the company. 

Besides the prayer for a receiver, the 
court is asked to declare illegal the 
transaction by which a majority of the 


corporation’s stock and $300,000 of its 
bonds were acquired by its rival, the 
Burroughs Adding Machine Co. of De- 
troit, Mich. 

The petition charges that the acts of 
which the plaintiffs complain are in vio- 
lation of the laws of Missouri and Michi- 
gan and the Federal anti-trust law. 

Attorney Frank Y. Gladney, writer of 
several magazine articles opposing ille- 
gal combinations, with Elmer H. Adams, 
a Chicago lawyer, represent the plain- 
tiffs. It is recited in the petition that 
the Burroughs company, since its organ- 
ization, has striven with persistent ef- 
forts and the expenditure of vast sums 
of money to hinder, waste and destroy 
the business of the Universal company. 


Burroughs Company Stronger. 

“The Burroughs company,’ the pe- 
tition states, ‘‘having very much great- 
er financial strength than the Universal 
company, has deliberately and malicious- 
iy forced the latter into competition in 
losses in order that, owing to the in- 
equality in financial strength of the 
respective corporations, the Burroughs 
company might subject itself to a mu- 
tual loss that would be tolerable to the 
Burroughs company, but ruinous to the 
other.’’ 

It was customary, the petition states, 
for each of the corporations to sell ad- 
ding machines for about $300 and to al- 
low a period of about 90 days for the 
customer to test the device. The Bur- 
roughs company, it is charged, where 
it‘found a Universal machine on trial, 
placed one of its own with the pros: 
pective customer and allowed the free 
use of the machine a year or more. 
The rates also were cut, it is alleged. 

The charge’ is contajered im the’ pe- 
tition that ‘“‘salesmen and agents of 
the Burroughs company made ft 4 prac- 
tice to surreptitiously break, dislodge, 
disconnect or remove some part of the 
mechanism of the Universal machine in 
the possession of prospective purchasers 
who were testing the same, thereby to 
render such machine inoperative and the 
attempted sale of it vain.’’ 


“As a result of this wicked policy,” 


the petition. continues, “‘the Universal 
company has been damaged in the sum 
of $1,000,000, patronage being lost and 
machines returned or failed of being 
sold because of the atrocious tricks 
and commercial knavery.” 


Universal's Stock. Purchased. 

It is then charged that the Bur- 
roughs company, after the Univer- 
Sal company had been subjected to 
tremendous losses ,purchased a mua- 
jority of the latter corporatién’s 
stock, together with its entire issue 
of bonds. Then persons who were 
officers and stockholders of the 
Burroughs company were elected 
officers of the Universal, the  pe- 
titon recites. Subseqnently, it is 
alleged, the new officers discharged 
its operatives and salesmen, with- 
drew its advertisements and coalesced 
its sales offices with those of the 
Burroughs -concern. 


“They, have uniformly suppressed: 


the Universal machines and forced 
the Burroughs into overshadowing 
and exclusive prominence with the 
fixed purpose of effacing the TUni- 
versal company as a rival,” says the 
petition. 

According to the complaining 
Stockholders there was a meeting of 
Universal stockholders Oct. 10 last 
at which they were “insolently con- 
fronted with the grewsome alterna- 
tive of: surrendering their stock ~-at 
$5 a share or winding up the cor- 
poration in insolvency proceedings.” 

Both companies and their officers are 


named as defendants in the case. Gus-ft 


tavus A. Buder Is president of the Uni- 
versal company, and its other officers 
are: Alvan Maccauley, general manager 
of the Burroughs company, vice-presi- 
dent; W. L. Hoagland Jr., secretary, 
and Oscar Buder, treasurer. 

In the prayer for a receiver the court 
is asked to make such appointment only 
temporary, if it appears that the com- 
pany “‘is not beyond the power of indus- 
trial and commercial resuscitation.” It 
is desired that the receiver bring suit 
for damages in behalf of the company 
against the defendants. 

The Universal company maintains of- 
fices in St. Louis at 3807 Laclede avenue. 
The Burroughs company, formerly the 
American Arithmometer Co., was lo- 
cated in this city until about 1904, when 
it moved to Detroit. Joseph Boyer is its 
president. The value of the stock held 
by the plaintiffs, Taylor and Mrs. Ben- 
nett, in the Universal company, is placed 
at $100 a share.

Breeches for women are not, strictly speaking, 
an innovation, Women of the West—that part of 
our land which seems like the “far West” even 
to Missourians—often wore breeches in the pio- 
neer days, for the very good reason that they 
were helping tame a region where no other garb 
would have been practicable. Later, when the 
first battles with the wilderness were ended, the 
severely conspicuous trousers were modified into 
the divided skirt, but even now, in’certain parts 
of the country, may be found the smart and dash- 
ing “‘cowgirl’’ who boldly dons “chaparajos™ for 
riding in wild sections. 

The divided. sxirt for riding has long been 
known in the Middle West. Women of this re- 
gion have ridden astride for many years, whether 
taking rides across the open country or exhibiting 
their sill at horse shows and fairs. 

Now the Eastern women have seen the safety 
and convenience of breeches for horseback ricing, 
and the new fashion no longer is'a matter of jest. 
So it has come that many women of all ages—-and 
little girls, too—wear t ouverts for all manner of 
sport a-horse. Polo, the hunting field, gym hana 
games, jumping, showing off a blue-ribboner at a 
horse show all demand it. Donning the breeches 
is the frank: fashion. 

“It’s so much easier,” they will tell you—and 
it is. 

You don’t have to be a kiddie now to wear 
trousers for sports, nor even a girl in pigtails. 
The belle of the ball the nignt before in chiffon 
and lace may run downstairs in the morning in 
puttees, breeches and a Jong coat with stirts and 
go galloping out for the morning’s air across 
country with the youths who were in claw-ham- 
mer and pumps only 12 hours ago. The matron

‘“breeks.”” The youngster of the family has her

American market. On an average artists get 
four times as much here as they do over there. 
Of course I am speaking now of the headliners, 
not of those who never get beyond $150 or $100 
a week. 

“There is no field in which competition is live- 
lier than in vaudeville. The alert manager keeps 
in touch with all the novelties and does not limit 
himself to a few, for the greater the variety he 
has to draw on the better he is able to keep 
down the salary list. Incidentally, it is an aston- 
ishing thing that the more desperate an act the 
lower it is paid. 

“You take the man who is shot out of a cannon 
or the man who does some dare-devil trapeze 
work, he is paid about one-fifth as much as the 
man who has a clever line of talk, a little skit 
which shows off his specialty, a perfectly safe and 
secure eccentric dance, for example. I heard one 
of those men say on-s, in reference to an act 
just eompleted: ‘That fellow just risked his life on 
that rope for $50 a week and I’m going outside 
with my line of tatk and I draw $400 for it.’ 

“The vaudeville field is runuing over with acro-

batic talent and juggling acts, and a manager 
can secu e a couple of good performers of either 
class for $100, while $500 is a topliner. The rea- 
son these acts have falien from popular favor 
is that the audience rarely understands the 
amount of time and skill] required, and then there 
is only a limited range of novelty possible. 
“The gold mine in the vaudeville field is the 
little sketch which takes 15 or 20 minutes, and if 
successful may run for five or even ten “years, 
and always net handsome receipts to its owner, 
who may be the author. About one out of every 
200 sketches presented at an office like the 
United Booking Office, for examrle, is accepted. 
I have known of cases in which the owner of 
one of these got $10,000 a season when it was 
played by several comp2nies through the coun- 
try, and $6000 is often received by playwrights 
whose names are absolutely unknown to the 
public, and whose sketches never get this side of 
the North River. With such rewards as a goal 
it is no wonder that the vaud.ville skit field 
should be filled—with failures, and only an oc- 
casional success beim the mass of material.”

It is true that the name originate. with tae 
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he got the name. Prof. Phelp’s story is quoted in 
Prof. Henderson’s “Mark Twain.” 

According to thig book Mr. Clemens said to 
Frof. Phelps: “Capt. Sellerr used to sign his 
articles in the Picayune, ‘Mark Twain.’ He died in 
1863. I liked the name—and stole it; 1 think 
I have done him no wrong, for I seem to have 
made this name somewhat generally known.” 

Prof. Henderson’ records a number of inter- 
esting incidents connected with the use of this 
name. For a while, when he was a miner in 
Nevada, Mr. Clemens sent to the Virginia City 
Enterprise humorous letters signed “Josh.” 

When he became a regular’ reporter on that pa- 
per and reported the Legislature, he gigned his 
reports “Mark Twain.” When questioned as to 
his use of this name Mr. Clemens declared: “I 
chose my pseudonym because to most persons it 
had no meaning and also because it was short. 
I was a reporter in the Legislature and wished 
to save the Legisiature time. It was much ghort- 
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er to say in their debates ‘Merk Twain’ than to 
say ‘The unprincipled and lying parliamentary 
reporter of the Territorial Enterprise!’ ’’ 

Mr. Clemens made the name known on the 
Pacific Coast, but the world at large did not hear 
it for years after the “Jumping Frog,” reprinted 
in hundreds of exchanges without credit, had 
jumped into such notoriety as is rarely accorded 
well-mannered frogs. In fact, its first use in any 
Eastern magazine was a fiasco. " 

Mr. Clemens made a great scoop on the Hornet 
disaster when he was writing up the Hawalian 
Islands, in 1866, says Prof. Henderson. His ac-. 
count of the disaster Marx sent to Harper’s Mag- 
azine, where it appeared in December, 1866. 
But alas! it was not as “Mark Twain,” not as 
a drawling, lovable river pilot sort -of per- 
son that .he world beheld the new author. 
For he had at written his pseudonym plainly 
on his coyy and Harper’s cheerfully introduced 
him to fame as “Mike Swain”!

Eight o’clock found her at the Casino 
again, where she donned an Elizabethan robe to 
do her part in the theatricals, winning curtain 
calls galore. And at 11 p. m. she was in decollete, 
dancing merrily to the strains of the latest waltz.

I was called at 4, that I might be certain of 
keeping nobody waiting, and having got some 
bread and milk for breakfast, threw up the win- 
dows and looked down into the street, expecting 
to see the whole party busily astir, and great 
preparations going on below. But as everything 
was very quiet, and the street presented that 
hopeless aspect with which 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing is familiar elsewhere, I deemed it as well to 
go to bed again, and went accordingly. 

I awoke again at 7 o’clock, and by that time 
the party had assembled and were gathered round 
one light carriage, with a very stout axletree, 
one something on wheels like an amateur car- 
rier’s cart, one double phaeton of great antiquity 
and unearthly construction, one gig with a great 
hole in its back and a broken head, and one rider 
on horseback, who was to go on before. I got 
into the first coach with three companions, the 
rest bestowed themselves in the other vehicles.

Here and there was passed a log hut, but the 
wretched cabins were wide apart and thinly scat- 
tered, for though the soil is very rich in this 
place, few people can exist in such a deadly at- 
mosphere. On either side of the track, if it de- 
serve the name, was the thick “bush” and every- 
where was stagnant, slimy, rotten, filthy water. 
As it is the custom in these parts to give a 
horse a gallon or so of cold water whenever he 
is in a foam with heat, we halted for that purpose, 
at a log inn in the wood, far removed from any 
other residence.

Pending this cere- 
mony, I walked into the village, 
where I met a ‘full-sized dwelling 
house coming down hill at a round 
trot; drawn by a score or more of

The public house was very clean 
and a good one, so that the managers 
of the jaunt resolved to return to it 
and put up there for the night, if 
possible. This course decided on, 
and the horses being well refreshed, 
we again pushed forward and came 
upon the prairie at sunset. 

It would be difficult to say why or 
how—though it was possibly from 
having heard and read so much 
about it, but the effect on me was a 
disappointment. Looking towards 
the setting sun, there lay, stretched 
out before my view, a vast expanse 
of level ground, unbroken, save by 
one thin line of trees, which scarcely 
Amounted to a scratch upon the 
great bank, until it met the glowing 
sky, wherein it seemed to dip, min- 
gling with its rich colors, and mel- 
lowing in its distant blue.

but should often glance towards the distant and 
frequently receding line of the horizon, and wish 
it gained and passed. (It is not a scene to be 
forgotten, but it is scarcely one, I think (at.all 
events, as I saw it), to remember with much 
pleasure, or to covet the looking on again, in 
after life. 

We encamped near a solitary log house, for the 
sake of its water, and dined upon the plain. The 
baskets contained roast fowls, BUFFALO'S 
TONGUE (AN EXQUISITE DAINTY, BY THE 
WAY), ham, bread, cheese and butter, biscuits, 
champagne, sherry, lemons and sugar for punch 
and abundance of rough ice. The meal was de- 
licious,; and the entertainers were the soul of 
kindness and good humor.

The 
mystified mother replied in the affirmative, hav- 
ing no idea that there could be any significance in 
the brilliant tartan cape she had bought for her 
first born. 

According to a description written by Doyle, 
Dr. Bell would “sit in his chair, with fingers 
together—he was very dexterous with his hands— 
and just look at the-man or woman before him,” 
diagnosing the lives pf patients, as well as their 
maladies. 

“Physiognomy,” he explained to his class, “helps 
you to nationality and accent to district. The 
shoemaker and the tailor are quite different. The 
soldier and the sailor differ in gait. The orna- 
mentation on the watch chain of the successful 
settler will tell you where he made his money.”

Such occasions, however, were very rare, and 
Dr. Bell usually triumphed, to the great delight 
of his pupils, all of whom adored him. As might 
be expected, some of his deductions were de- 
cidedly startling to the patients. 

“You are suffering from drink,” he said one 
day to a patient. “You even carry a flask in the 
inside breast pocket of your coat. Throw it away.” 

A man came to him complaining of a spinal 
pain. “Your spine aches, does it?’’ said Dr. Bell. 
“I have no doubt it does, and carrying a heavy 
hod of bricks won’t improve things, will it?” 

The afflicted bricklayer, being a canny Scot, 
kept his astonishment to himself until the inter- 
view was ended, when curiosity overcame him 
and he said: 

“I’m no’ sayin’ ye’re wrang; but wha tell’t ye I 
was a bricklayer to trade?” The circumscribed 
mind of the workman, centered wholly on the 
spinal trouble, failed to perceive that his rough, 
horny hands at once revealed his trade to the 
practiced eye. 

While undoubtedly proud that he had inspired 
the greatest English detective fiction, Dr. Bell 
was very modest about the fact. It is related that 
he one day visited some women who wére read- 
ing the “Adventures of Sherlock Holmes” and 
wishing they could meet so interesting a man in 
real life. 

“I know the man,” said the doctor; but he 
hastened away before the women had time to ply 
him with the many questions his surprising as- 
sertion brought to their minds. Returning a short 
time later from a visit to a patient, he stopped at 
the house again just long enough to finish his 
story by announcing modestly, “I am Sherlock 
Holmes.” 

Although Doyle was a member of Dr. Bell's 
class, he did not become intimately acquainted 
with the great surgeon, as he says, with particu- 
lar emphasis, {n the tribute he wrote to his old 
professor a few hours after the latter’s death. 

“Personally I can say very little of Dr. Joseph 
Bell,” Sir Arthur wrote, “for 1 have never met 
ouse, an@ really knew him only 
as my preteqaor,’ . 
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Young Doyle, however, was ward clerk at the 
school, and through making notes of the pro- 
fessor’s cases he had ample opportunity to study 
the surgeon’s methods.

Dr. Bell was born in Edinburgh in 1837, and 
was, therefore, 74 years old when he died. He 
was educated in academic branches at the Edin- 
burgh Academy and later was graduated as a Doc- 
tor of Medicine from the University of Edinburgh, 
with which he was associated all the rest of his 
life, until his retirement from. teaching and prac- 
tice several years ago. 

Like all characters in fiction, Sherlock Holmes 
differed in many respects from his living proto- 
type. Sir Arthur describes the surgeon as a man 
of spare figure, iron-gray hair, sharp gray eyes, 
aquiline nose and: striking features. He lacked 
the attributes of height, moroseness, extreme ec- 
centricity and nonchalant acceptance of life 
found in the detective, Holmes. He was a far 
mo.e lovable man than the imaginary creature 
his brilliance inspired. 


Children and nurses in the hospitals he visited 
adored Dr. Bell ahd his students held him in the 
highest esteem, both as a scholar and as a friend. 
His great sympathy, his efficient and merciful © 
skill and the cheer and encouragement he left 
always in his train will long be gracious mem- 
ories to thousands in Edinburgh, whose maladies 
brought them into contact with him. 

The Sherlock Holmes of the lecture room seems 
to have been a man worthy the tribute paid oy 
Sir Arthur in “The Fina] Problem” to the Sher- 
lock Holmes of Baker street. 

“I shail ever regard him as the best and the 
wisest man whom I have ever known.” In these 
words the author says a requiem over the body of 
his hero, lying lost im the forbidding chasm cut 
by the Alpine stream.

! UYAGING from Jackson Park, 
V Chicago, on a fair sea on 

October 12, a 1911 Christo- 
pher Columbus in the caravel Santa 
Maria commemorated the discovery 
of America on its four hundred and 
nineteenth anniversary. 

As the pageant opened in Jackson 
Park 50,000 people flocked around 
che yacht harbor and the convent of 
La Rabida, which stands in the park 
is a medieval] relic and was brought 
to Chicago for the World’s Fair. In 
the harbor, the caravels, Santa 
Maria, Nina and Pinta, replicas of 
the original craft commissioned by 
Ferdinand and Isabella, swung at 
their anchors, the colors of the 
Spanish empire flapping at their 
mastheads. 

Jackson Park represented the sea- 
port town of Palos, where Columbus 
began his great voyage in 1492. 
John E. Byrnes of the Chicago 
Knights of Columbus, who repre- 
sented the~ discoverer, appeared 
shortly before two o’clock and 
trudged slowly up the path to the 
monastery of La Rabida, his little 
son, Diego, following on a donkey. 

At the gate he was met by Fra. 
Juan Perez, the monastic who was 
to appeal to Queen Isabella in the 
explorer’s behalf. “Sick and sore at 


neart, Columpus sought the cloistered 
shadows of La Rabida,” and as the 
gates closed behind the solemn monk 
the tableat first ended. 

On the field of Granada Columbus 
was next found receiving his royal 
commission as admiral of the navy 
of Castile and Aragon from King 
Ferdinand and Queen Isabella. 

The voyage to “the land of the 
western world” was consecrated to 
the Virgin Mary by Gonzalos de 
Mondoza, and Columbus received his 
sword from the hands of Isabella 
with the charge that it ever be 
raised “in the praise of God and 
the glory of Spain.” 

Then the procession to the cara- 
vels and the embarkation on the 
Santa Maria was enacted, and with 
cheers from modern young America 
the voyage of discovery was begun. 

At two o’clock Colymbus was on 
his way. During the course of thé 
voyage occurred a reenactment of 
the historical mutiny of the sailors 
at sea, which was entered into with 
spirit and pleasure by «the disap- 
pointed cavaliers and sailors. The 
intervention of the priests saved the 
good Columbus from severe treat- 
ment. 

At 3:30 o’clock “land ho” was

‘the rate of 15 knots an hour, for 30

“Why not develop the radium en- 
gine,” asks the Scientific American,

Three bowls are placed ‘on a table. One is 
empty, one contains milk and one water. 

The player is blindfolded and led to the table. 
He then places his hand in one of the bowls. If 
it is the empty bowl he has chosen, he is to re- 
main single; if the bowl of milk, he is to marry a 
shrew, and if the bow] of water, the girl of his 
dreams. For Halloween rites, it must be remem- 
bered, are for lovers, and all the games, ancient 
and modern, turn on the question of future wives 
and husbands. 


The Apple Peel Test. ~ 

One of the prettiest customs is that of paring a 
polished red apple with a silver knife, the art 
consisting in not breaking the paring until the 
apple is peeled; then tossing the curling peel over 
the left shoulder, without looking, until it is 
heard to fall upon the floor, when the thrower 
looks to see what initia] or initials it resembles, 
these being supposed to be those of the future 
mate. 

The Rite of the Seven Stones. 

Seven stones or pebbles are placea in a plate or 
tray. Six of the stones are dark in color, but 
there is one white pebble. Again the player is 
blindfolded, Making a mystic circle three times 


’ with his hand over the plate, he seizes one of the 


stones. If it is the white stone he is to make a 
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very happy marriage indeed, byt a rlack pebble is 
an unlucky choice. 


The Sea of Life. 

A round wooden wash tub will do nicely for a 
modern sea of life, or a china bowl, if the com- 
pany is small. English walnuts form the little 
ships which are launched on the sea of l'f>, their 
sails of letter paper secured with sealing wax. 
Each boat is named. Then the sea of life is jog- 
gled and the waters become ruffled and angry. 
Some boats will congregate together in a friendly 
and sociable manner. Others will sail to distant 
countries across the waters. A clever person may 
easily interpret all these important signs. 


Snap Dragons.

Meanwhile scattering log cabins were being 
erected by fishermen from St. Paul, Duluth, Min- 
neapolis, Milwaukee and Chicagd, but it was not 
until later that Henry Clay Pierce of St. Louis, 
whose fortune, won from the oil wells of 
Texas, was piling to a height that made him one 
of the wealthiest men in the Southwest, came, 
Saw the beauties of the Brule and was conquered, 
to paraphrase a Caesarian proverb. 

Now the St. Louis oil magnate, many times a 
millionaire, has completed in what is still a wil- 
derness one of the most attractive summer estates 
in America. One may read in the magazines of 
the East elaborate descriptions of the summer 
homes in the Adirondacks, of the Gotham 400, but 
in all the Saranac Lake region, lined as it is with 
rustic palaces, there is only one place which sur- 
passes in artistic beauty the wilderness paradise 
hewed from the hearts of the giants of the forest 
as a home for the St. Louis oil man. John 'D. 
Rockefeller, expending millions in the develop- 
ment of a Japanese garden in the Saranac region, 
has constrnuéted a summer home as artistic as 
that of Mr. Pierce. There may be other places in 
the AdirOndacks which have cost more than that 
of the St. Louis’man, but his is conceded to be 
the second in America in tasteful construction 
and artistic symmetry in tone with the forest 
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which surrounds the clearing where scores of 
men have built for Mr. Pierce a series of lodges 
where-he may hide far from the troubles of civ- 
ilization. \ 

Since the time 30 years ago when the first 
trout fishermen invaded the region of the Brule, 
many changes have come. The axe of Weyer- 
hauser, the lumberman “richer tnan Rockefeller,” 
has stripped the hills and valleys of Northern 
Wisconsin for scores of miles about the Brule, 
but the valley of the Brule, owned throughout by 
lovers of nature, has remained undefiled by the 
woodsman’s axe, and a trip along te Brule shows 
only timber on either side as far as eye can see 
from the water. 


An Eden in the Midst of 


Desolate Pine Barrens and Swamps. 

Where the Weyerhausers and other lumbermen 
have torn away the timber, the State of Wiscon- 
sin is now seeking to reforest the barrens, and 
when the State has finished its work the estate of 
Mr. Pierce and its neighbors for miles along the 
stream wil] be a solitary belt of privately owned 
property in the center of what will be the State 
forest. 

While 30 years ago the trout fishermen who 
discovered the Brule were forced to travel 60 
miles overland as best they might, to reach the 
spot which is now the Pierce estate, today two 
railroads cross the Brule within 20 miles of the 
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Pierce property. One would little dream, how- 
ever, in starting to visit the valley of the Brule, 
that hidden in the desolation of pine barrens was 
such a stretch of natural beauty. For 40 miles 
on either side of the bridge across the Brule 
there is nothing but swamp, blackened stumps of 
wnat were once the monarchs of the pine forests, 
and the desolation is so :bsolute as to bring a 
pang to the heart of him who loves the forests. 


It is a rough, hard trip to get to the Brule from 
civilization. In the Brule there are canoes— 
everyone has them—and then one finds hidden in 
the clefts between the hills the virgin pines un- 
seen from the railroad coach, through which the 
trout stream races on its way northward to the 
great lake. 

It is in country like this that Mr. Pierce has 
made his home. He has roads from the railroad 
station to his house, but his 1600-acre tract of 
pines, dotted here and there with a tiny lake, is 
fenced from the outside world by a. tangled mesh 
of wire so high that the deer one can find in the 
estate cannot leap over to freedom, and so solid 
that the moose which wander through the woods 
cannot dash their way to freedom. 


Through the center of the tract runs the Brule, 
and along the shores are built the lodges of the 


St. Louis owner. Absolute privacy is the rule of beautiful journey.

To get to the estate, one must find an acquaint- 
ance who is a cottager and. borrow a boat and 
make the trip by poling through the rapids up the 
stream, or go to the village of Brule, a half dozen 
miles away from the Pierce estate, and find a 
guide who knows the river and who owns a boat 
to pole one through the trout. holes of the river.

Estate from Forest: Conflagrations. 

The entire shore of the Brule River is dotted 
with summer homes. Men whose names are 
known in the Northwest join with Mr. Pierce in 
hiding from the public and finding solace from 
business care or family worries, in the log 
houses they have built along the shores of what 
is probably the most beautiful trout stream in the 
world. Visitors are not welcome. They are rath- 
er discouraged than otherwise. Only in one case 
is there an opportunity for a stranger to find a 
welcome, 

Dr. C. B. Wheaton of St. Paul, who owns a 
home on the stream, resenting the exclusive- 
ness of some of the property owners, has built a 
Junch ground which is just below the Pierce 


-* estate, where anyone is welcome to cook and eat 


his lunch, provided only that he extinguish his 
fire and destroy the debris. 

It is little wonder that those who own property 
along the shores’ ofthe stream are loath to see it 
desecrated by the cif} fishermen, for there have 
been times in recent years when such visitors, 
not appreciating the tindérlike quality of the 
undergrowth, have dropped a match in the pine 
needles and caused forest fires which have threat- 
ened every home along the Brule. 

To prevent destruction by such a calamity, Mr. 
Pierce alone maintains a force of from 30 to 80 
men. The least he ever has on his property are 
30, and the number often reaches to the higher 
figure. In time of fire these men built fire lines 
after the most approved method and have repeat- 
edly saved Cedar Island Lodge from destruction 
when forest fires have threatened to devastate 
the colony on the Brule.
